sonal desires. 


5—in public utterances he openly 


directed.certain classes of people 
to kill others, with a promise of 
pardon. 


6—That the governor unlawfully 


mobilized the national guard in the 
state without sufficient reason, and 
brought shame and debt upon the 
people of Oklahoma unnecessarily. 


7—"in disregard of

ulated American ideals" he

Showdown Near. 


Developments came rapidly today in 


the Oklahoma martial law situation 
bringing a showdown near in the fight 
of Gov. J. C. Walton on the ku klux 
klan. 


The governor, in a proclamation, 


ordered fiery crosses which have been 
erected in many cities since state-wide 
martial law was declared Sunday, re- 
moved immediately. They are "pagan 
emblems 
of fear, hatred and re- 


bellion." the governor said. 


Members of the legislature who are 


agitating a special session to start 
impeachment proceedings against the 
executive, issued the 
call for the 


meeting. The call was signed by 
forty-five members of the lower house, 
nine less than a quorum. The gov- 
ernor, in the document, is accused of 
"establishing an absolute tyranny and 
despotism over this commonwealth." 


The call set September 26 as the 


meeting date. 


Ten editors of daily papers of the 


slate, meeting in Tulsa. issued an ad- 
dress to the "people of the United 
States." ia which they declared that 
tfce governor's fight -was not on the 
ku klux klan. but he was merely using 
that as a cloak for carrying out po- 
litical purposes. The editors declared 
the governor's statement 
that

bellion and insurrection" existed t.-as 
a libel on the state.

best to bunch these together and iron 
out the matter. 


Another cause for the -wider spread 


between rates for adjacent towns was 
that some have short line competition 
and others have not 
This has re- 


sulted in a relationship of rates to 
markets that are apparently dis- 
criminatory.

Secretary Hoover has shut up like a

"Cautious Cal" has, in other words,

Lions Club. 


constitution of the

•tatee represents a grant of power by 
the 
people to 
their government, 


County Attorney Matson told 
the 


Uons club Thursday at the weekly 
luncheon at the chamber of commerce, 
and into it went the ideas of men who 
feared the tyranny of strong central 
governments and who 
favored 
the 


greatest possible measure of personal 
liberty. 


"Their theory -was to grant 
the 


government only such powers as were 
necessary," the speaker said, 
"and 


with the establishment of numerous 
bureaus and departments, and the in- 
stitution o£ various supervisions, we 
are drifting away from the Ideal of 
the founders of the republic. Ours is 
the oldest living written constitution, 
and five other great nations have 
modelled theirs after it. 


"Our duty as Americans is to de- 


velop American citizenship and 
a 


higher regard for our nation and the 
Things it stands for, that we may hand 
The country over to the next genera- 
tion better than It was handed to us." 


Mr. Matson read and discussed In 


detail the first eight amendments to 
The constitution, which he said made 
up the American bill of rights, saying 
incidentally that he believed the time 
was at hand when the right of the 
people to bear arms would be repealed 
by the people themselves, as it was 
no longer necessary and 
did more 


harm than good. He stressed the pro- 
visions dealing with the preservation 
and sanctity of the home.

Dog's "Weapon Is His Jaw. 


The power of a dog's jaws is of the 


greatest consideration when that dog 
is used for running down £hd killing 
some other animal that fights with 
its teeth. A dog has little or no 
chance against one of the larger 
felines or the bigger bears. There is 
more power in the smite of a lion, 
leopard, tiger or bear than there is 
in the danger of his teeth; that is to 
say, the lion and the bear use their 
mighty forelegs and cruel claws as 
their first line of offense and defense. 
That is the reason the dog bays the 
sharp-clawed animal, and worries or 
uses his teeth on such animals as 
loses, coyotes, wolves, jackals, etc. 
The bite of a fox, coyote, and jackal 
has little terror for singl^.coursing 
dogs such as greyhounds, deerhounds. 
Russian hounds. Afghan hounds and 
the greyhounds of Persia, Arabia and 
Syria. But all-of these dogs are very 
careful when they run up to a full- 
grown European or American timber 
wolf. .The strength of the wolf's jaw 
i? such that it will break a domesti- 
cated dog's leg. while the power of the 
jaw of the hyena is said to be capable 
of cracking the leg bone of a horse.

ADDRESS ONJJONSTITBTION 


Judge Holmes Tells High. School 


Students to Propose Amendment 


to Discuss later. 


Judge E P. Holmes addressed some 


fourteen hundred members of the Lin- 
coln high school Thursday morning on 
the constitution of the United States. 
He called attention to the three 
classes whom the observance of con- 
stitution week was intended to reach.

The class that was indifferent and had 
gUen the constitution no study, and was 
perfectly satisfied to rest secure in the oper- 
ation o* the government and the blessings 
they enjoy. 
2 
The class that longed for some otner 
and different form of government, the revo- 
lutionists who seek to destroy government 
and society, hoping thnt out of the chaotic 
state that' would follow, they may obtain 
potvcr aa<J exercise the tyranny over society, 
such as did the Icing, -when American col- 
onists created the articles 'of confederation. 
the declaration of independence 
and 
the 


constitution of the United States, and 
3 
The very ones whom Judge Holmes 
addressed — the young ladles and gentlemen 
ot whom soc.ctv was looking for their exer- 
cise of citUen-ship. not long in the future 
and upon whom thi« country depended tor 
even » better citizenship than has come in 
the pa*t-

further amendment that. In their judgment.

aere and there, semi-occasionally must 
be abandoned. 
If police admit the 


presence of 3,000. blind pigs In a city 
that circumstance warrants at lea&t 
3,000 arrests, to effect which every 
state and 
federal force should 
be 


available if the city's constabulary is 
insufficient As long as law remains 
in writing its enforcement justifies 
the limit in effort to enforce it, most 
particulary in the case of prohibition 
since from the current enforcement 
travesty has grown an unprecedented 
state of lawlessness. 


But— 
If such a program of enforcement 


is not to be substantially sustained by 
popular support, if it becomes appar- 
ent that the new moral standard erect- 
ed with prohibition 
cannot te sus- 


tained, that prosecutors and judges 
and police and public are simply en- 
joined by nature from participating in 
an adequate enforcement of the law, 
the country must go back to begin- 
nings and find a way to take the 
money out of this traffic and to re- 
move'the enormous temptations which 
the money throws across the path of 
so many young men. 


But the time to discuss that exped- 


ient it seem& to the News, is not now. 
The people of this country are entitled 
first to a sincere attempt, backed by 
all the powers and resources of the 
government to enforce the law as it 
stands. 
All good citizens should demand no 


less than that and be satisfied with 
no less.

Lynn Item: 
If the late President 


Harding could be asked his opinion 
on a memorial to himself he would 
undoubtedly suggest something that 
symbolized peace and kindness to all 
the world. Such is a logical inference 
from his many statements in favor of 
an international supreme court which 
would deal with problems that have 
in the past led to armed conflict. 


Dr. Hall of Tufts college sensed 


this sentiment when he spoke to a 
Lynn audience recently and among 
other things said "the best monument 
that could be 
erected in 
honor of 


President Harding would be the es- 
tablishment of such a court 
It is 


difficult to think of anything that 
would better typify the late president, 
calm, kindly, deliberate, loving peace 
and thinking for years what he could 
do to insure the peace of the world, 
than this court." 


It has been said that never was a 


departed chief executive of the United 
States more widely mourned both ia 
this country and abroad, than was 
Mr. Harding. 
His suggestion cf a 


means of helping to avert armed 
trouble coming as it did shortly before 
his untimely death, seems to offer this 
same world practical means of making 
the Harding spirit and influence felt 
by posterity. 


There has been a growing, tendency 


since the war among the big nations 
to get 
together on some basis on 


which international problems could be 
solved, or at least exhaustively dis- 
cussed, before the last means is re- 
sorted to. It appears that only the 
right leadership is needed to crystal- 
lize this sentiment into a tangible 
means of guarding the world's peace. 
The kind word, and the cool head, of 
which the late president was a great 
apostle, might avert many a storm 
before the world as a who^e knew that 
a storm was brewing.

sure for fresh supplies of foreign labor 
recurringly insists that we have no- 
where near so large a population as

be watered and bills to be cut down 
before we can call 
ours a finished 


country. The simple lover of his nat- 
ive land may wonder what is the hurry 
may even acclaim the glory of the im- 
perfect, hut he is brushed aside by the 
enthusiast for efficiency. One funda- 
mental seems to be lost sight of by 
these special pleaders. They ignore the 
part the waste places of this country 
play in the spiritual life of the nation. 
The mountains, the deserts, the un- 
broken prairie, are an asset to every 
man, 
woman and child in the United 


States, a treasure whose value cannot 
be reckoned in 
dollars but is evi- 


denced in the whole spirit and out- 
look of our people. We are under no 
compulsion to populate and use these 
unappropriated lands. Their very pres- 
ence edows us with with optimism, 
with faith in ourselves with an enlarg- 
ing sense of opportunity. They pro- 
tect our young men from the shutting 
down of life, the narrowing horizon 
which accompanies density of popula- 
tion. The consciousness of ample phys- 
ical background enables 
us to pre- 


serve an ardency of hope and confi- 
dence, that at its worst is no more 
than over enthusiasm and at its best 
is the powei 
weary world. 


The Historian's Fad. 


Louisville Courier-Journal: 
Noth- 


ing pleases the historian so much as 
historic analogies. If history doesn" 
repeat itself, he twists it Into strirc- 


during the struggle and after there 
were forces at work, economic, social 
and religious, that were 
destructive 


of the old order. At the peak of its 
development the foundations of Greece 
were tottering. There was little re- 
spect for law or religion. 
Morality 


was at its lowest ebb. New-fangled 
ideas were 'being followed like mod- 
ern fads. 
It was a day of 
various 


and sundry isms. Gilbert Murray, 
Tiowever, was but sounding a note or 
warning to Europe to go slow ia its 
readjustment. 


The latest of the historic parallel 


"sharks" is Professor Ulrich Kahr- 
stedt, of Leipzig university, whose an- 
alogy is between the 
period 
which 


Rome rose to mastery of the Mediter- 
ranean basin and the period of "peace 
and prosperity" in the United States. 
He regards the United States as the 
•Rome of the future, destined to play 
the same part toward weakened, bank- 
rupt, mangled Europe that Rome once 
played toward Hellas and the Hellenic 
state system of the eastern Mediterra- 
nean. "He sees the centre of gravity 
shifted from the old world to the new 
and Europe's own blindness and hate 
making way for its future subjugation 
•by this Colossus/of the west. 


"Perhaps the Leipzig scholar may be- 


lieve that the United States is shar- 
pening its sword for a war of conquest, 
as did Rome in that period to which 
he compares this nation. Perhaps the 
suffering and privations of Europe 
have caused him to look with myopic 
vision across the 
Atlantic. Perhaps

signed by a Convention of deputies from all of the original 13 
States, except Rhode Island, presided over by George •Wash- 
ington. This Constitution, with its 19 Amendments, the Laws 
passed by the Congress, and all Treaties made, "shall be the 
supreme Law of the Land." (Article VI.) • 


But Article X (Jefferson's tenth amend- 


ment) provides that "the powers not delegated to the United 
States by the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the ^States, 
are reserved to the States respectively, or to the people." 


And Se'ction 4 of Article IV declares that 


"the United Slates shall guarantee to every State in this 
Union a Republican Form of Government."

observing "Constitution Week." we may -with propriety give 
some attention to our own Nebraska Constitution. 


Passing Nebraska's territorial history, the 


first step toward bringing her into the Union ivas the Enabling 
Act of Congress. April 19. 1S64. This was followed by a num- 
ber of proceedings in Congress and in the Territorial LeKis!.a- 
fure of Nebraska, a proclamation dated March 1, 1867 by 
President Andrew Johnson. decJaring that the "fundamental 
conditions imposed by Concr*1?,': . . have been ratified and 
accepted, and that the admission of the said Slate into the 
Union is now complete."

Evening and Sunday 50 cents a month, 


MEN AND THINGS. 


ABE MARTIN 
THE NEBBS—The Lash. 


There are times when we find our belief that the 


world is growing better is decidedly shaky. When we 
contrast the whole-hearted hospitality that was possible 
in the old days in the state, when one's home was open 
and when a seat was always there for one who dropped 
in and asked for help with the fact that nowadays one 
dares not invite a stranger to ride in your car because 
he may prove to be a holdup man or to accept such 
an invitation because he may run you off into an obscure 
corner and rob you, we commence to begin to wonder 
if the devil is getting more popular. It is only when 
we recall what a small percentage of the whole people 
the roughs, toughs and crooks are that we conclude not 
to change our previous conclusion. 


Governor Walton of Oklahoma is occupying consid- 


erable space in the newspapers these days, and we 
cannot help wondering what higher political office he 
has in mind. He started in turning things upside down 
in the state university, but he dropped that, probably 
finding it unpopular, and now he is engaged in a hue 
and cry against the ku klux klan. There is no place in 
this country for this so-called invisible empire, but we 
much doubt if its exit is to be hurried by such spec- 
tacular tactics as the governor is employing. You recall 
how the nonpartisan league flourished under rough 
handling in Nebraska, and how it went to pieces when 
the state administration changed heads and methods. 


A citizen at our elbow suggests that possibly if the 


methods used by judges in Santa Ana county, Califor- 
nia, were tried here equally as good results might be 
obtained with respect to automobile speeding. The 
legal limit there is twenty miles an hour. When a 
person is convicted of exceeding that limit he or she 
goes to jail, and in addition there may be a ban placed 
on their driving a car for three to six months. 
This 


gentleman, who has spent some time in that state, says 
that the certainty of the punishment had a most salu- 
tary effect, and that auto accidents are rare there. 


So many public officials play politics that the people 


have come to the point where they are inclined to 
question the motives of all of them, even when what 
they do is in the public interest Governor Pinchot is 
being lauded in some quarters because he prevented a 
coal Ptrike, with all of its attendant evils and discom- 
forts. How did he do it? By seeing that labor got most 
of what it asked for, the added expense being passed 
on to every coal user. And then he only postponed the 
strike. The miners, encouraged by their success this 
lime, will quite naturally be back next year with a de- 
mand for more money, and whoever is governor of 
Pennsylvania then will suggest as a compromise that 
it be given at least a part of what it asks for. Now we 
have no means of knowing whether the labor demands 
are just or not, but we submit that is no way to de- 
termine the fact. 
' 


So we are to have a western tariff congress that Is 


to determine just what tariff policy is best adapted to 
western progress, which means to fiat up a schedule in 
which every western interest is to be given the pro- 
tection it thinks it needs. Then the west will trade 
with the east in the next session or in dealings with 
the tariff commission or the president, both of whom 
have new powers in the matter. We are thoroly sold 
on the theory of a protective tariff, but we are still 
waiting for the application to it of scientific methods 
of rate-making to replace the back-scratching ways 
and means. 


The radicals have hammered regulation of public 
utilities so mercilessly and so often that many of the 
people think it has broken down. The fact of the mat- 
ter, as a state railway commissioner called attention to 
not long ago, is that regulation of rates has made it 
possible for the regulators to prevent as great an in- 
crease in costs as in other lines of business, and that 
the general level of these rates, particularly those 
applying to utilities that are local in scope and service, 
is much below the general price level, as compared 
with the levels that obtained in 1913. 


One of the singular things that marks the writings 


of most of the scientists and the philosophers is their 
insistence upon a repetition of their views, made so 
often as to become confusing to the lay mind. True 
they couch these opinions in different form, but always 
they come back to the great central truth they are try- 
ing to Inculcate. We wonder if this is due to an ap- 
preciation of the truth that political orators avow, which 
is that It is only by frequent repetition of what they 
have to say that they are able to get the average man's 
mind to take in what they wish.
